Communist s o u r c e s 
have said party chief Secre- 
tary Leonid I. Brezhnev will 
discuss Stalin in his report to 
the congress Tuesday.

By a gradual administrative 


and legislative process, t h c 
city is methodically increasing 
permit and use fees and oc- 
cupation taxes to help meet 
supervision a n d inspection 
costs. 


The City Council initiated a 


review of present revenues to 
sec If charges were adequate, 
and in several instances de- 
cided they were not. 


And a l t h o u g h the study 


bogged down because of oth- 
er business before the c o u n- 
cil, steps have been taken to 
implement the recommenda- 
tions of various department 
heads. 


For instance, there are or- 


dinances on second reading 
on the council agenda which 
will raise the permit fee for 
nursing and care homes and 
child care centers to b r i n g 
revenues more in line w i t h 
health department costs in 
rendering inspection services.

law, uncontrollable by parents, 
guardian or custodian, habit- 


ually truant from school or 
home or who deported them- 
selves to injure or seriously 
endanger the morals or health 
of themselves or others were 
considered delinquent. 


In 19G3, the law was broken 


down so that oniy those who 
violate any law of the state 
or city or village ordinance 
arc c o n s i d e r e d delin- 
quent while those falling un- 
der the other provisions for- 
merly considered delinquent 
arc now classified as being 
in need of special supervision. 


The penalties for both con- 


tributing charges are a fine 
not to exceed $500 or a term 
of not more than six months 
in jail or both.

tBDAHY HOG BUYER . . . 
Instructs Financial Leaders

Two hogs may weigh the 
same, but when it comes to 
quality they can be as differ- 
ent as day and night. 


This was a point that re 


ccived special emphasis from 
Fritz Johnson of Omaha, head 
hog buyer for Cudaby Pack- 
ing Co., as he instructed some 
350 financial leaders inter- 
ested in agriculture on the 
kind of live animals that 
mean 
Increased 
profits 
to 


their owners. 
Johnson, participating in the 


first 
annual Chuck Wagon 


Roundup to "see" and "hear" 
what's new in livestock and 
agriculture held at Ak-Sar-Ben 
Field and sponsored by the 
First National Bank of Oma- 
ha, told a large group of 
bankers that many farmers 
jumping into the hog business 
now will be heading for trou- 
ble with the wrong type of 
hogs. 
Told Bankers 


'Johnson told the bankers, 
'^Everybody and his brother 
15 jumping into the hog busi- 
Bess now and one of the dan- 
ger signs comes when you see 
large groups of poor produc- 
ing hogs coming to market in 


groups that lack gilts among 
them. 


"This means that someone 
is keeping those poor type 
gilts to get into the hog busi- 
ness, and this is the first fel- 
low to get into trouble," added 
Johnson. 


Johnson who is credited 


with being "one of the veter 
nns" In hog buying with hun- 
dreds of thousands of hogs 
having passed his critical pur- 
chasing approval warns that 
the poorest bog can be more 
costly to produce than the 
jood hammed bog with a large 
loin eye and small amount of 
backfat that means better 
meat cuts for the consumer 
with less waste. 


Johnson stresses the im- 


portance of a farmer select- 
ng the right kind of breeding 
stock and then matching the 
log production with correct 
'ceding and disease control. 


Estimates 25% 


He estimates that only 25% 


of the top hog producers are 
completely conscious of| all 
phases of swine production as 
related to breeding, feeding, 
disease, and management. 


For his discussion Johnson 


used two gilts that weighed 
he same but that illustrated 


the type of hog in demand and 
the one that "probably took 
much longer to produce at a 
higher cost with less desirable 
cuts." 


It just adds up to this in the 


hog business, says Johnson: 
"If an animal has what it 
takes it is going to do the job 
for you." 


Those in the business of 


making agriculture loans have 
an excellent opportunity to en- 
courage the selection of the 
right kind of breeding stock, 
Johnson believes. 


When it comes to returning 


money on investment Johnson 
doesn't believe it is possible 
to get higher interest than 
having the kind of bogs the 
packer likes to pay top mar- 
ket prices for when they reach 
the market. 


"A livestock man is in the 


business to make money so he 
had better start with the kind 
of hogs capable of doing the 
fob," says J o h n s o n . He 
stresses strong topped hogs 
with a straight underline and 
lams that are close down to 
the hock. 


"The secret to getting the 


right kind comes from selec- 
tion." Johnson reminded the 
audience.

Issue Won't Vanish 


Any candidate for major public office 


at the state level who thinks that taxation 
is not a major issue is likely to be convinced 
to the contrary before this year's elections 
are over. Proof of this is found in the re- 
cent meeting before University of Nebraska 
Young Republicans of four 
Republican 


candidates for lieutenant governor. 


Reports on the meeting showed that 


considerable time was spent in the field of 
taxation. Two candidates, Mrs. Fern Hub- 
bard Ormc and Kenneth Bowen, both state 
senators, are broadened tax base advo- 
cates. The other two candidates, Edwin 
Hart of Lincoln and John Everroad of Oma- 
ha, arc status quo on the tax base while 
advocating greater efficiency in govern- 
ment. 


But even greater efficiency in govern- 


ment can hardly be discussed without a 
good look at taxation. It is significant, too, 


that the issue is a major one in the race for 
lieutenant governor. While the record and 
attitudes of these candidates are vital to 
voters, the office is not one through which 
significant influence can be brought to bear 
on the tax question. 


Rather, the office is more in the nature 


of an administrative one as opposed to 
->"i;fv.rnaking. 
If voters are 
concerned 


nbout the tax attitudes of candidates for 
lieutenant governor, and it seems they are, 
then they will certainly want to know the 
attitude of the candidates for governor. On 
the Democratic side, such candidates are 
already known as broadened tax base ad- 
vocates but the Republican slate presents 
an unknown picture. 


It is difficult to see how the GOP candi- 


dates for governor can expect the kind of 
support they want without making their tax 
positions clear. 


The Dreadful Storm 


A late winter storm in Nebraska that 


can run up a death toll of more than twenty 
as did the storm last week speaks of trage- 
dy in a somber sense. 


It was a deadly storm, similar in many 


respects to the famous blizzard 
of '88. 


There was hard driven snow borne by gale 
winds, but it was not excessively cold. And 
it was over in 24 hours. The spring sun 
and temperatures close to 50 degrees were 
swiftly sweeping away its vestiges before 
the week was over. It was preceded by a 
fortnight of balmy weather. Spring farm 
work was underway and the golf courses 
were full a day or two before the storm hit. 
Yet more than 20 died and the storm, as 
brief as it was, must go down as one of 
the most damaging in recent years. 


We know of no one who froze to death. 


The fatalities came from exposure, from 
asphyxiation, suffocation and exhaustion. 


No doubt there was a feeling of false 


security in the fine weather that preceded 
the snow. This caught people unprepared. 
This caused them to take undue chances. 


There is one fact we survivors will not 


forget. It is that we live in a zone that does 
have weather that demands caution and re- 
spect. Nature in many of its forms is deadly 
to mankind. It is one thing to sit in a warm 
room, look out a window and conclude that 
climate in recent years has lost many of 
its formidable characteristics. There are 
times when it is as dangerous as ever. 


Present day man is not inured to bitter 


weather. He lives in a capsule. He spends 
his time in heated homes. He goes to work 
in a heated car. His place of work is com- 
fortable. He hardly lives out of doors at 
all. He builds little natural resistance. And 
now and then he gets caught at it. He takes 
too many chances. He discounts nature too 
much. It is still greatly bigger than a man. 


That Intangible Tax Law 


The Nebraska Legislative Council at 


week's end heard another attack on t h e 
state's intangible tax law. 


This time it was bankers. They said 


several hundred millions of bank deposits 
are withdrawn at tax time every year. 
They said it caused great injury to banking 
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and has contributed to the less-than-nor- 
mal growth rate of Nebraska banks. 


The bankers also asserted that many 


Ncbraskans ship their money out of the 
state. The economics of other states are 
thereby benefited, but the Nebraska econo- 
my is hurt. 


This should not be interpreted that Ne- 


braska has an unusually large number of 
cheaters. Most of these devices are not con- 
trary to law. 


The fault lies within the law itself. Its 


motives are-cloudy and unbusinesslike. Its 
methods lack common sense. It was writ- 
ten by men who knew little or nothing about 
finance, with the assistance of some -who 
know enough to get their own interests pre- 
served. The law is unjust to those who pay 
the tax. As a tax measure it has never been 
successful. 


It will provide no answer simply to void 


the law. The wealth it is supposed to reach 
should be subject to tax. But a law that does 
not roach it defeats tho whole purpose of 
taxation. It also stands in the place of a 
better law. 


There are better pofnts at which to ap- 


proach intangible wealth and there cer- 
tainly arc more just methods. And there 
are also ways In which the state will be re- 
lieved of its economic suffering. 


It would be a happy day if the Legisla- 


tive Council took a fresh view of the sub- 
ject, returning to tho next legislature with 
proposals that will do what Uiis present 
ijnlscast law cannot do.

The two- heads of state who 


sit opposite each other arc 
b o t h strong-willed people. 
The President's will power, 
his determination to succeed 
are already well known to 
the American people. Mrs. 
Gandhi's are not. But some- 
what like the President, these 
are her chief stock-in-trade. 


She is neither overly able 


nor overly brilliant. But she 
has two great assets: She is 
extremely popular with the 
Indian people, and she has 
great personal strength. 


When 'the Calcutta rioters 


got ont of hand, she sent word 
that she was wilting to lliten 
to any grievance if presented 
peacefully, but that ahc wax 
not going to be influenced by 
force.

Edward Barnard was born 


in Tennessee in 1857. After 
the Civil War. while still u 
boy. he worked as a photog- 
rapher's apprentice and nls 
skill as a photographer later 
stood him in good strad when 
he took up astronomy as a 
life work. 


W h e n Barnard finished 


school, lie got u job as direc- 
tor of the new Vandcrbllt 
University observatory In bis 
home town, Nashville, but he 
did not stay there long. In 
1887 he left Vandcrbllt and 
went lo the Lick Observatory 
of the University of Califor- 
nia. Most of his professlonnl 
life was spent there and at 
the University of Chicago's 
Yerkes Observatory. He was 
professor of astronomy 
at 


Chicago when he died in 1923. 
a & & 


Barnard is famous for his 


discovery of no fewer than 
16 comets, but in 1883 he also 
discovered that Beta Capri- 
corni, formerly thought to be 
one star, was really two 
stars circling around each 
other. He determined this by 
measuring the slight "per- 
turbations" or apparent ir- 
regularities 
in 
the move- 


ments. This was and is a 
difficult thing to determine, 
and with the instruments 
Barnard had to work with, 
it was an especially note- 
worthy feat of astronomy. 


Barnard was also kno\\n 


for his early work studying 
the odd spots and markings 
in the optical view of the 
planet Jupiter. In 1882 he 
spent many days studying 
comets, discovering several 
companion 
comets 
to the 


great one that passed by the 
earth that year. 


At Lick Observatory \\ith 


(heir 12 and 
3G-inch tele- 


scopes he discovered more 
comets, c o m p a n i o n s to 
Brook's Comet and made new 
observations of the 
"sur- 


face" of Venus, Mars and 
other planets. 


What he saw of Venus, of 


course, was not the surface, 
since that planet is covered 
with clouds of dust or opaque 


It was while he was with 


the University of California 
that he began photographing 
the night sky with an old 
lens that had once been in a 
portrait camera. With this 
lens he made the first photo- 
graphs of the gas clouds in 


the Milky Way 'and photo- 
graphed Swift's comet. He 
was the first to discover a 
comet by photography. 


In 1892 Barnard discovered 


the fifth moon of Jupiter, 
which was like finding a 
needle in a haystack. This 
moon is very small, indeed, 
and very close to Jupiter.

NASON ON EDUCATION 


Thinking In More Than One Way 


By DR. LESLIE .1. NASON 


Children should learn to 


think in more than one way. 


Creative thinking and the 


encouragement of ingenuity 
in the solution of problems 
are now being emphasized by 
educators. Experiments have 
shown that children who re- 
ceive systematic practice in 
thinking up new and differ- 
ent solutions to problems be- 
come more proficient at this 
type of thinking: thus, their 
creativity is said to be de- 
veloped. 


But other types of thinking 


must also be taught. Because 
If all learning' were to be 
attacked as a scries of unique 
experience in which the stu- 
dent strives for creative solu- 
tions, the task would be over- 
whelming. There Is too much 
to be learned. 


£ • > * • £ • 


There is a place for con- 


formity in thinking. Unfortu- 
nately, conformity lias be- 
come a bad word in some 
educational circles. It is con- 
tended that insistence upon 
conformity squelches initia- 
tive, creativity and ingenuity. 
But there are .situations in 
which conformity in thinking 
has advantages. One of these 
is in the use of arithmetic, 


algebra 
and other mathe- 


matical inventions in the so- 
lution of problems. 


Jim's father, successful in 


scientific research, has many 
patents to his credit. He takes 
great pride in the fact that 
his son can reason out prob- 
lems in arithmetic and come 
up with the correct answers 
in ways which differ from 
the processes used in Jim's 
classroom. 


T h u s , encouraged. Jim 


made little effort to under- 
stand or to follow the pro- 
cesses set forth In his text- 
books or explained by his 
teachers. In eighth grade 
arithmetic, Jim tried to rely 
completely on ingenuity. The 


attempt

unsuccessful. 


While his daily arithmetic 
work usually received an 
"A" grade, he failed his ex- 
aminations.

His father felt that the 


school was testing Jim on 
the wrong things; that Jim's 
failure on examinations was 
the fault of the examinations 
rather than of Jim. 


The father overlooked the 


fact that mathematics is a 
tool. Properly used, it makes 
the solution of many routine 
problems almost automatic. 


Conformity—if understand- 


ing and using the solutions 
suggested in the textbook 
and by the teachers is con- 
formity — should in no way 
inhibit Jim's creativity. This 
can be fostered in a more ap- 
propriate situation. 


How Jim 
thinks as ha 


studies his arithmetic, as he 
learns to read or as ha 
studies science and history, 
should have been the busi- 
ness of the school from the 
beginning. 


Schools must be aware of 


the processes the students 
arc using in thinking and, in 
each case, encourage the 
appropriate type of thinking.

the Navy's Alvin, a smaller 
research sub. 


The bomb fell into the sea 


after the plane carrying it 
collided in flight Jan. 17 with 
a refueling plane. It was not 
found until March 15.

She and 
her party, including her two 
sons, flew from Paris to Lang- 
ley Air Force Base where 
they transferred to helicop- 
ters for the 13-minutc ride to 
Wllliamsburg. 


In a prepared statement, 


Mrs. Gandhi said she felt her 
visit to this country will 
produce better understanding 
and will strengthen India and 
the United"States "in the com- 
mon endeavor of promoting 
peace." 


She said she was delighted 


"to be in the United States at 
the 
invitation 
of President 


Johnson and I bring him and 
Mrs. Johnson and the Ameri- 
can people warm greetings 
from India. 


"India's relations with the 


United' States have been tra- 
ditionally close and cordial, 
but friendship is something of 
which there can never be too 
much." 


Mrs. Gandhi said, "I am 


certain that my visit will 
serve the purpose of better 
understanding so that both the 
United States and India, joint- 
ly and separately, each in Its 
own way, arc strengthened in 
the common endeavor of pro- 
moting peace."

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Viet Nam Veteran Faces 
Possible Death From Shots 


San Diego. Calif. 


David L. Mead endured pain 
while serving in Viet Nam. 
Now he's enduring anti-rabies 
treatments which could k i l l 
him. 


On March 18, Mead, 39, 


tried to stop a collie f r o m 
annoying c h i l d r e n in his 
Ocean 
Hcacb neighborhood. 


The dog bit the retired Army 
officer on both hands, then 
ran off. The children were un- 
hurt. 


If the dog was found to be 


rabid, Mead would have died 
in about three weeks. The dis- 
ease is fatal without treat- 
ment within the prescribed 
period. 


But the dog hasn't been lo- 


cated. 


10 Days To Decide 


Mead had 10 days to decide 


whether to take the anti-rab- 
ies treatments, a series of 
shots in the stomach, o n e 
each day for 14 days. 


He decided to take the treat- 


ment, although side effects 
from the vaccine could trig- 
ger a fatal epileptic attack. 


Two years ago, Mead sur- 


vived massive head wounds 
from shrapnel from a V i e t 
Cong recollless rifle. Mead 
was left afflicted with Jack- 
sonian epilepsy from scarred 
brain tissue and partial para- 
lysis of his left arm and legs. 


Doctors said the anti-rab- 


ies treatment affects the cen- 
tral nervous system, which in 
Mead is already impaired by 
his wounds. The weakening ef- 
fect of the shots could bring 
on an eplleptc attack, th e y 
warned. 


Mead's 
f i r s t 
injections, 


Saturday and Sunday, did not 
cause an immediate seizure 
but they did make him weak. 
He said it may be several 
days before he learns what re- 
action he will have, if any. 


'Pretty Weak' 


"He's pretty weak but doing 


better than we expected," said 
his wife, Beverly. "He doesn't 
seem to be allergic to the vac- 
cine but he's pretty exhaus- 
ted. But should the shots make 
him weaker and weaker, he 
would be subject to a seizure." 


Associated Press accounts 


of the Korean veteran's di- 
lemma brought a deluge of 
advice and sympathy. 


"We've received about 400 


calls." Mead said. 


One early call was particu- 


larly heartening. It was from 
a Los Angeles man who said 
he suffers epilepsy and was 
bitten by a rabid dog. He told 
Mead he had no complications 
from anti-rabies virus taken 
from a duck embryo.

Individual views about the 


conduct of the war in Viet 
Nam dramatically affect sup- 
port for a tax rise. Americans 
who advocate military esca- 
lation back a tax hike 5 to 4, 
while those who believe ne- 
gotiations should be more vig- 
orously explored are against 
increased taxes by a compar- 
able margin. The small seg- 
ment of the public—9%—that 
wants total U.S. withdrawal 
from Viet Nam is overwhelm- 
ingly opposed to a tax rise. 


The attitudes on taxes are 


a l m o s t directly reversed 
when people are asked about 
Invoking price controls. Only 
about one-third of the public 
actually expects price con- 
trols to be imposed. But, by

Mans, France, next month. 


"We think we can win it," 


said Miles and Ruby a f t e r 
their victory, which broke Eu- 
ropean domination over inter- 
national road racing but was 
won in a tragic arena.

McLean, died during the long 
day. 


McLean was killed when his 


Ford GTO40 went out of con- 
trol near the hairpin t u r n , 
skidded, crashed into a util- 
ity pole and exploded i n t o 
flames after cartwheeling sev- 
eral times.

Ferrari and a Porsche, tan- 
gled near the Webster Turn, 
sending the Porsche through a 
fence and into a crowd of 
spectators.

two sons, Willis Jr., 19, and 
Mark, 8. 


The fourth victim tras Mrs. 


Ford Heacock, wife of a prom- 
inent Sebring Insurance exec- 
utive and daughter of one of 
the founders of the race. 


The accident started when 


Mario Andretti of Nazareth,

errors in arithmetic but also 
such things as failure of tax- 
payers to report interest and 
dividend income — and the 
person who files more than 
one return in hope of gelling 
a double refund. 


Foolproof System 


The tax men think the sys- 


tem is virtually foolproof. 


They cited a case still un- 


der investigation where a tax- 
payer filed returns in four 
different regions claiming re- 
funds totaling more t h a n 
$2,000. 


IRS said the man — whom 


they declined to Identify be- 
cause the case is pending— 
apparently had studied t h e 
computer system and figured 
he could outwit the machines 
by filing duplicate returns in 
different regions. 


But he overlooked the Na 


tional Computer Center a 
Martinsburg, W. Va., wher 
the regional centers s e n i 
their tapes for further pro 
cessing. 


What To Expect

Telegram & the Sun and 
Journal-American have an- 
nounced they Intend to merge 
nto one morning, one after- 
noon and one Sunday news- 
paper. 


Joseph Baer. president of 
he AFL-CIO newspaper and 
mail deliverers of New York 
said. "We expect to have 
complete agreement on all is- 
sues prior to the start of the 
new corporation. If they start 
o print without that agree- 
ment, we're going to strike." 


The union contends the pro- 


posed corporation would be a

Close To Korea Level 


"At the height of the Kor- 


ean War. there' were o n l y 
325,000 U.S. military person- 
nel stationed there. N o w. 
President Johnson is getting 
close to committing that many 
to Viet Nam. 


"When we get to that fig- 


ure without using more air 
and sea power, we are get- 
ling into a very bad situation 
and I would be opposed to 
It." 


Although Ford did not spec- 


ify just how he would use 
more..air and sea power he 
said be personally and the 
Republican Coordinating Com- 
•mJttee do not advocate bomb- 


the port of Haiphong. 


He said the Republicans be- 


lieve the day-by-day military 
decisions must be made by 
President Johnson as com 
maiider In chief. 


Ford said he believes the 


Republicans are playing the 
role of the "loyal opposition" 
in Congrss even though they 
are not critical of President 
Johnson's Viet Nam policy. 


"Weak-kneed Democrats 
"We are, in effect, debating 


with those Democrats w h o 
want to withdraw . . . want 
to turn tail and run. We as 
Republicans are debating the 
weak-kneed Democrats." 


"The (Republican) leader- 


ship has never said Viet Nam 
would be the major Issue (of 
the 1966 political campaign),' 
be said. "In fact, Sen. (Ev< 
erett M.) Dlrksen (Senate 
majority leader) and I have 
u r g e d that all Republicans 
not make Viet Nam a politi- 
cal Issue. 


"The Democrats are mak- 


ing all the charges and alle- 
gations. Sen. (Wayne) Morse 
(of Oregon) is making it a 
very serious political issue." 


Prospects Improving 


Ford said the prospects 


are getting better for Repub- 
licans to make significant 
gains in the house. 


"At the moment, I don't

As a senator he lived 
n a c o m f o r t a b l e $45,000 
house but when he became 
vice president he moved to 
a much larger one in one of 
the most fashionable parts of 
the capital.

John F. Kennedy's vice pres- 
"dent, J o h n s o n bought a 
French provincial home worth 
somewhere between $160,000 
and $200,000. 


It had belonged to t h e 


famed 
party-giver.

Perle Mesta. and came com- 
plete with a floor from a 
Franch palace, walls in wood 
paneling and satin and a 
French name — Les Ormes.
